The children were three boys and 
three girls. Ethel, 10 years of age, was 
the oldest, the ages of Walter, Charlie, 
Chester, Bessie and Lena ranging from 
8 years to 10 months, Lena being the 
baby. Mrs. Naramore told her most 
intimate friends tonight that she firsc 
killed Ethel and then followed with 
the five others, each time taking the 
eldest. Five were killed by being 
struck on the head with the back of 
an axe, and Little Lena was killed with 
a club.

T:~ meeting of citrus-fruit growers 
which was held yesterday at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce was a thoroughly rep- 
resentative gathering. Every section of 
the citrus-fruit-growing section -was 
represented, and the representatives 
were generally men of character and 
standing in their respuctive communi- 
ties. The resolutions adopted by this 
gathering define the situation cor- 
rectly, and state very clearly the 
causes that have brought about the 
crisis. The committee of five which 
Was appointed to confer with the rail- 
roads, with a view to securing such 
felief as may yet be possible, in the 
way of increased and improved trans- 
portation facilities, represents, prac-| 
tically, the entire orange-growing in- 
terests of Southern California. This 
committee, representing interests so 
vast, and being. vested with plenary 
power to negotiate with the railroads, 
ought to be able to secure from the 
latter the most liberal concessions that 
can possibly be granted. In dealing 
with this committee, the railroad rep- 
resentatives will in effect be dealing 
with the citrus-fruit growers in a body. 
It should be possible, under such con- 
ditions, to adjust the questions at issue 
upon a broad plane of right and com- 
mon sense. | 

Something like eleven thousand car- 
loads of oranges have been set down in

About eleven thousand more car- 
loads, it is conservatively estimated, 


etill remain on the trees,*and 1500 car- 
loads are en route for the eastern mar- 
kets. The trouble has been not alone 
in the lack of a sufficient number of 


cars. Not enough locomotives have 


been provided to haul the cars, and in 
consequence shipments have been side- 
tracked and otherwise delayed for 
from one to two weeks, so that in 
many cases the fruit has spofied before 
reaching its destination. It is quite 
true that the product this year is above 
the normal It is also true that the 
keeping qualities of the fruit are not 
so good as in some other years, owing 
to the prevalence of warm, ripening 
weather at a period of its development 
Bomewhat earlier than usual. But 
these contingencies were foreseen, and 
ought to have been provided against in 
advance by the furnishing of extra 
facilities for transporting the crop. The 
railroads had ample notification of the 
conditions with which they would be 
called upon to deal. If they had pro- 
vided ample transportation facilities, 
and the result had been—as they are 
claiming it would have been—a glut in 
the eastern market, the loss would 
have fallen upon the orange growers, 


- mot upon the transportation companies. 


It is hoped that the experiences of 


this season will serve to emphasize the 


necessity for making ample provision 
in advance for such contingencies as 


have arisen. The transportation com- |’ 


panies, as well as the fruit growers, 
are interested in this nmtter, for the 
loss is not all on one side.

EW MINING LAWS NEEDED. 
The decision of the case between 
the led “scrippers” and the oil 
men, in regard to the ownership of 
large tracts of valuable ofl-bearing 
land in Kern county, which case was 
recently argued in Washington, still 
hangs fire, much to the disgust and 
annoyance of those who are develop- 
ing oil on this property, or who wish 
to do so. When Binger Hermann, the 
Commissioner of the Land Office, ren- 
dered his decision in favor of the oil 
men, it was so manifestly based upon 
justice and common sense that it was 
supposed the incident was closed. The 
stake at issue was, however, too valua- 
ble for the gamblers to give up their 
game without further effort. The scrip- 
pers sent a strong delegation to Wasn- 
ington, and apparently developed a 
considerable amount of influence there, 
as the case \ was reopened, and, as 
stated, is now in abeyance. 

Looked at from a common-sense and 
unprejudiced point of view, the argu- 
ment of the scrippers does not appear 
to have a leg to stand upon. Most, if 
not all, of the land at issue is noto- 
riously unfit for agricultugal purposes, 
while it is rich in ofl. Does any one 
suppose that if these holders of lieu- 
land scrip should obtain control of 
these bare tracts of rolling land along 
the Kern River they would proceed to 
develop water, if they could, and to 
plant out orchards and vineyards? 
Scarcely! The opinion of one upright 
judge as to the standing of these men 
is on record. Judge Ross, in the course 
of a decision in one of these cases, 
said: 

“In conclusion, I think it proper to 
say that from the nature of the affi- 
davits filed in these“cases it is mant- 
fest that some of the affiants have 
committed willful and deliberate per- 
jury. The attention of the United 
States Attorney for this district is, 
therefore, directed to the matter, that 
he may bring the affidavits to the at- 
tention of the grand jury now impan- 
eled for this district, that they may 
100k carefully into them, and take such 
course as may be found to be proper.” 

It is not only oil land that these 
men are undertaking to -grab, but 
other mineral land also. A Los An- 
geles corporation, which during the 
past four years has been engaged in 
developing a group of copper ledges in 
Fresno county, has also run up against 
some of these freebooters, who have 
plastered the claims over with land 
scrip, notwithstanding the fact that 
during these years the corporation has 
not only done its lawful assessment 
work with regularity, but has also 
spent @ large amount of money in run- 
ning tannels, sinking shafts and erect- 
ing buildings, the total amount ex- 
pended in this manner being esti- 
mated at about $30,000. Many assays 
of ore from the company’s property 
have been made, the lowest of which 
gave a value of $1.36 to the ton, and 
the highest $81.51. 

It is evident that if such raw work 
as this is to be permitted, or encour- 
aged, no mining or oil property in the 
country will be safe from designing 
men, and the development of‘our min- 
eral resources will be greatly discour- 
aged. What is needed, as The Times 
has frequently said, @ a thorough over- 
hauling of the United States laws re- 
lating to the location and development 
of mineral lands, under which laws oil 
lands are now included. The mining 
men of the Pacific Coast should lose 
no time in combining for the purpose 
of preparing suggestions along this 
line, and in urging their adoption by 
| Congress. :

EET SUGAR. 

A report issued by the Census Of- 
fice gives some interesting informa- 
tion regarding the manufacture of beet 
sugar in the United States. The beet- 
sugar industry in Southern California 
has been somewhat of a hobby with 
The Times for many years. It is pleas- 
ing to note that the predictions made 
in these columns years ago in regard 
to the future importance of the indus- 
try in the State are now being real- 
ized. The beet-sugar industry is not 
only valuable in a direct way, but also 
indirectly, as a basis of other indus- 
tries, such as the fattening of live 
stock. | 


Tae report referred to shows that 


fornia furnished just about one-half of 
the $7,000,000 worth of beet sugar pro- 
duced. This output would have been 
much larger had the season been more 
propitious. In May last there were 
thirty-one beet-sugar factories in oper- 
ation in the United States, of which 
eight are in California. Four of these 
are in Southern California. + 

The American beet-sugar factories, 
‘with a plentiful supply of raw material, 
can now manufacture 240,000 tons of 
sugar per annum. This looks like a 
large amount of sugar, as indeed it is. 
But it is only about one-fourth of the 
amount of sugar that we have been 
importing annually, so that there is no 
immediate danger of overproduction, 
especially if the consumption of candy 
in this country continues to increase 
as it has of late. | 

There,is every probability that sev- 
eral new beet-sugar factories will be 
built in Southern California during the 
next few years, thus largely adding to 
the productive wealth of this section. 


no INDUSTRIAL EXPAN- 
SION. 

A. H. Ford has an interesting ar- 
ticle in the Engineering Magazine for 
March on industrial expansion in Rus- 
sia. He makes the surprising state- 
ment that in some parts of European 
‘Russia there is “an annual increase of 
30 per cent. in the number of factories 
and-machine shops erected, some of 
them equipped with the most modern 
and powerful machinery in the world.” 
The hand loom is being replaced, in 
the trane-Caucasus, by the cotton mill, 
worked by steam or water power. Al- 
though the three thousand miles of 
the Trans-Caspian Railway were built 
solely as a military road, the road has 
been turned over to the Department of 
Commerce as a matter of necessity, 
because of the enormous and unex- 
pected increase of traffic all along the 
line. 

The development and settlement of 
Central Asia by European Russians has 
been so rapid and unlooked for that it 
has been decided to build three addi- 
ti-aal railways to connect the trans- 
Caspian system with that of European 
Russia. “One of the projected roads,” 
says Mr. Ford, “is to’ descend from 
Orenburg in the Urals, another from 
a point not far distant from Astrakhan, 
while the third (and the most im- 
portant to America,) is being con- 
structed aeross the Caucasus Moun- 
tains, with the aid of capital secured 
in Wall street.” | 

In view of this wonderful develop- 
ment, and the scarcely less wonderful 
though not so rapid development of 
Eastern Russia, along the line of the 
Trans-Siberian Railway, it is apparent 
that the predictions of those who look 
for a large development of trade be- 
tween the United States and Russia in 
the near future are not wholly with- 
out foundation. If the present troubles 
in Northern China be settled satisfac- 
torily, without further bloodshed, an 
era of rapid and extensive trade de- 
velopment in all that region, includ- 
ing Southeastern Siberia, will follow.

HE desperate situation in the or- | 
ange market resulted in a mass

ripe for shipment to the far East, and 
no cars upon which to load them; that 
they now have en route between the 
two seaboards 1500 cars, subject to de- 
lays that will destroy many of them 
before reaching their destination; that 
of the 11,000 carloads already delivered 
to the eastern markets hundreds of 
them have rotted or been sold at a 
loss; when this condition is considered, 
there is, indeed, little room for wonder 
at the determined air that pervaded 
the deliberations of the long-suffering 
ranchers. Said one of them to a 
Times reporter: 

“It is perhaps as fair to the rail- 
roads as an outraged grower ought to 
put it, to say that the average time 
for a carload of oranges from Califor- 
nia to New York, Philadelphia or Bos. 
ton has been twenty days, though as 
much as twenty-four days have been 
consumed. This is too long by one- 
half, and has cost the orange growers 
of California many thousands of dol- 


Many went so far as to state at the 
mass meeting yesterday that cars to 
load the oranges, and speed in getting 
them to market, ie far more important 
than the matter of freight rates or 
prices for the fruit.

This motion gave rise to much dis- 
cussion, and it was generally agreed 
that while the question of rates was of 
some importance, that of getting the 
fruit to market was of so much greater 
moment that it should not be jeopar- 
dized in pushing the former. 

NOT KILLING RAILROADERS. 

“We're tp against it, and up against 
it’ hard,” vigorously shouted Capt. 
Daniels of Riverside. “It may be that 
it would be better to let the fruit rot 
on the trees rather than have it cre- 
mated on the desert at 9 cents per 
crate. We are not here to tear up rail- 
roads, or kill railroad men, but we're 
after the fellow who struck Billy Pat- 
terson. It seems to me this conven- 
tion has been rather tame on the rate 
question, and I think it ought to be 
taken up.” 

Mr. Whitcomb then offered the fol- 
lowing resolution:

Varieties of Pomelo. 


The fruit farmers are taking consid- 
erable interest in the work of the 
committee which has had under con- 
sideration for several weeks the 
nomenclature of the pomelo. The in- 
spiration to simplify the list of varie- 
ties came from the growers of this 
fruit. It is not a nurserymen’s move- 
ment to draw attention to the propa- 
gators of this line of trees, but an 
effort to bring forth a simpler list, 
end, if possible, to put the fruit upon 
the . market under 
names. The committee is an able one, 
and it has labored faithfully to prop- 
erly classify the various types and 
varieties. Fruit from almost every 
section was collected and brought 
before the committee for inspection. 
Each lot was carefully and imper- 
tially tested. The committee discussed 
every variety, and listened to’ the 
statements of gentlemen familiar with 
the pomelo in other countries, and 
from all this made up its verdict of 
approval or disapproval of each lot. 
It is not clear just whet this commit- 
tee will accomplish toward bettering 
the status of the pomelo in the mar- 
kets. . It was the \intention of the 
movers tO individualize the varieties 
and offer the fruit of each to the trade 
under fewer names. In this I fear 
they have failed, for the . committee 
found so many varieties of merit be- 
fore it last Tuesday, end was com- 
pelled by the merits of each to indorse 
sO many of them, that the trade will 
mot be able to center on thet of 
greatest merit. One thing that has 
been accomplished, however, is the 
weeding out of several varieties known 
to be of little merit. The discussion 
has done a great work in another 
line, namely, the edvertisement of one 
of the most . important citrus fruit 
kinds produced in Southerh California.

The Pomelo a Stayer, 


All doubt as to the future demand for 
tke pomelo may be solved by a careful 
It is not an 
exaggeration, perhaps, to say that one- 
half the residents of this part of the: 
State have become permanent users of 
this fruit. At the packing-houses ev- 
ery cull is carried away by the towns- 
people. The fruit is on sale at every 
fruit stand. At the meeting held last 
Tuesday about twent§-five people were 
present, and I observed that every one 
ate heartily of the samples offered, and 
each seemed familiar with the charac- 
teristic merits of the*fruit. These facts 
are all the evidence’ one needs of the 
coming popularity of the fruit in the 
eastern markets, for the tastes of the 
people are similar in all sections. No 
fruit has been improved to such an ex- 
tent during the last two decades. This 
is the cause of its general adoption by 
the public, and the demand for the 
fruit may be banked upon. No one is 
now rash enough to state that the Cal- 
ifornia pomelos are not equal to the 
best qualities produced in Florida, and 
our fruit néw only awaits tie general 
approval of the eastern trade generally, 
which is inevitable. It was suggested 
at the meeting last Tuesday that the 
pomelo men should grow smaller fruit, 
as well as larger, and prepare to put 
it on sale at popular prices. In this I 
see an objection. It is barely possible 
that a pomelo tree should produce good 
fruit if left to its natural tendencies of 
overbearing, but it is not the experi- 
ence of growers that it does. Is there 
any other means of . growing small 
pomelos, save by allowing the tree to 
bear so heavily that it cannot mature 
the fruit to prime quality? I have seen 
orchards thinned to one-fourth the set- 
ting and yet so heavily laden that the 
crop was of very poor quality.

Kearney to the Front 

A dramatic and highly-charged meet- 
ing of the stockholders of the Raisin 
Growers’ Association was held at 
Fresno last week. Nothing is more 
absorbing or vitally interesting to the 
raisin growers than this battle for 
supremacy in the great organization 
that controls the raisin business. It is 
also of interest to all the fruit grow- 
ers of the State, but the southern 
growers have little opportunity to keep 
posted on the contest that seems to 
involve the existence of one of the most 
powerful codperative institutio s in the 
world. The codperatives engaged in 
the citrus-fruit business did not fight 
out their differences of eight yeare 
ago in convention assembled of the 
stockholders of the organization. They 
were wiser than the northern growers, 
who bring their difficulties into general 
meetings, having no unit associations 


equipped to choose a General Executive 
Committee with which to accomplish 
the satisfactory administration of the 
citrus-fruit business as it is con- 
ducted by the general exchange today. 
When the raisin association and the 
prune association are organized on the 
unit basis, and the growers therein 
learn that they must exclude all factors 
not in accord with their own interests, 
they will begin to make progress atong 
substantial lines. As it is, the fight 
between Messrs. Kearney and Nathan 
} in the raisin association and the cross- 
councils in the prune organization, de- 
moralizes the whole scheme, as dis- 


The proposed law for the abolishment 
of the horticultural commissions of 
California came in for a rattling con- 
demnation at the Chamber of Com- 


/merce meeting of fruit growers held 


yesterday afternoon. As will be seen 
by the reports, Gov. Gage was in- 
formed of the sentiments of the fruit 
growers by telegraph, hoping thereby 
to anticipate his decision, and acquaint 
him with the fact that the growers as- 
sembied did not desire the commis- 
sioners throughout the State legis- 
lated out of office. Some words were 
said regarding the new law that had 
the snap and the sting of a whip lash, 
and the sentiment was freely expressed 
that the office of Horticultural) Com- 
missioner should be taken out of poll- 
tics and good men appointed, even if 
the growers had to appeal in force to 
the Supervisors to do it. The old law 
is all right, but the appointments made 
under its provisions are too often gov- 
erned by politics, was the sentiment of 
the growers upon that point. The law 
which the fruit men are attempting to 
show the Governor should not ap- 
prove, provides for the appointment of 
an honorary commission of four men 
which shall serve without pay, and for 
the selection of a certain number of 
inspectors who shall be paid for their 
services.

Great 
emphasis is placed on size. dng A are 
continually on the lookowt for e- 
thing that may improve their herds. 
Their best animals are not sold, but are 
ke t as long as fit to serve. 

nbreeding is practiced by all the 
leading breeders, but line breeding is 
preferable. More attention is given to 
the important matter of selecting a 
sire than here. Each breeder triés to 
get the best male out of his rival's 
herd. Even common breeders are look- 
ing for high-priced sires. The first 
consideration in the purchase of a sire 
is individuality; next pedigree; third, 
price. A man had better pay $1000 for 
a sire if needed to improve his herd. 
Not doing this, he had better stop. 
Make your cattle good enough, put 
them in condition, and they will 
sell themselves. The greatest barrier 
to successful breedi today is the 
great scarcity of sires and the 
plenitude of poor ones. 


A Few Beans Leit. 


{Hueneme Herald:} From careful 
estimates there are almost exactly 29,- 
000 bags of limas left on hand in Ven- 
tura county. Of this amount between 
7000 and 8000 bags will be required for 
seed, leaving a balance of say 21,000 
bags still left to sell.

SUGAR BEETS, , 
Sugar Beets and Implements. 


A few years ago some one asked 
what use there was in sending out $25,- 
000,000 a year for tin vlate. The ques- 
tion was soon answered by the invest- 
ment of $75,000,000 in tin-plate mills, 
which ‘today almost supply the total 
American requirements for tin plate, 
|and at a lower price than it can be im- 
ported. 

Today this country is importing a 
million tons or more of raw sugar 
every year, which su@ar, authorities 
state, could be as well produced from 
our own soil. Our implement makers 
who are supplying the beet-sugar 
growers of California, Utah, Michigan 
and other States with implements for 
planting seed, and cultivating and har- 
vesting it, appreciate the importance 
involved in the proposition to raise the 
$100,000,000 worth of sugar consumed 
here. Any Col. Sellers can figure out 
how many acres it would require to 
cultivate to supply our home require- 
ments, how many thousands or tens of 
thousands of seeders, cultivators, dig- 
gers and other imple ts would be 
required. 

The fact is, and the fact ought to be 
spelled in letters that would reach 
from the zenith to the horizon, that 


own sugar beets, make its own sugar, 
employ their own people and capital, 
and make freight for their own rail- 
roade. Of course, this is being done 
slowly, It took the South almost 
twenty years to discover that it could 
beat the world making cheap cotton 
goods, and now it is fired with an am- 
bition to work up its entire, eight, nine 
or ten-million-bale cotton crop into tex- 
tile goods for the world’s consumption. 
The implement maker is personally 
interested in this great problem. It 
means that the implement require- 
ments of tens of thousands of acres 
will crown his factory with orders and 
call for the building of more.—[Phila- 
delphia Implement Age. 


Rotation Pays. 

{Chino Champion:] The value of 
sugar beets as a crop with which to 
diversify the agriculture of any section 
adapted to them cannot be too strongly 
emphasized. Especially is this true of 
a section devoted to grain farming, 
where the tendency is usually to ehal- 
low culture and slip-shod methods. To 
such localities sugar-beet culture 
brings the very antithesis of these 
. methods—deep, thorough cultivation, 
careful methods and better returns in 
compensation. At the opening of the 
sugar factory at Rocky Ford, Colo., 
Robert Oxnard of the American Beet 
Sugar Company made an excellent 
speech in which he made a pointed al- 
lugion to this matter as follows: 

“Three years ago, when we were 
about to locate one of our California 
factories, I went to the Southern Pa- 
cific Milling Company, which owns 
warehouses for grain all over Southern 
California, to make inquiries regarding 
the quality of the land in different sec- 
tions. The manager answered my 
questions cheerfully, adding: ‘Mr. Ox- 
nard, if you had come to me for this 
information a few years ago I would 
not have given tt to you. When beets 
were first cultivated in the Salinas Val. 
ley we feared that the new industry 
was going to curtail our business of 
storing grain, but we have found that 
if you take a ranch of a thousand 
acres, growing barley, and plant It half 
to beets and half to barley alternately, 
in a few years it will grow as much 
barley of a better quality on 500 acres 
as it did before on whole 1006 
acres.’ 

A Suger Yarn. 

[Democratic-Press, Lyons, N. Y.:] 
The best testimonial furnished to the 
sugar factory officials by any farmer 
using beet pulp for cattle feed was 
made public .by James Myers of Allo- 
way. Mr. Myers stated that a 
South Lyons farmer of his acquaint- 
ance owns a small bunch of cows 
which some time ago gave up the idea 
of furnishing their owner with milk.

In the upper 
house the bill went to the Agricultural 
Committee, where it met with a series 
of attempts to smother it, and not un- 
til January 26 was it reported to tne 
Senate, leaving but a month in which 
to secure action. But in the closing 
days of the Senate, with their in- 
terminable confusion over foreign 
questions, the army bill, the appropria- 
tion bill, the river and harbor bill, etc., 
the supporters of the Grout bill were 
forced to acknowledge the tmpossibil- 
ity of bringing it to a vote before ad- 
journment. 

Secretary Knight of the National 
Dairy Union, who has spent much time 
in Washington in advocacy of the bill, 
expresses the belief that it will become 
a law next winter if the present inter- 
est is kept up. ““The oleo men.” he says, 
“acknowledge that in the Senate we 
have practically a two-thirds vote, 
while it was demonstrated on Decem- 
ber 7 that we had more than that ma- 
jority in the House. While some of 
the work must be done over. the bulk 
of what was accomplished is just as 
well done for the next session, as thera 
will be very few changes tn the friends 
of the bill in House or Senate, and the 
House is committel to the measure by 
more t a two-thirds vote. The 
leaders in the fight are sanguine. Con. 
@ressman Grout, who was not a candi- 
date for re#lection to the House. will 
take part in the fieht just the same 
because of the interest he has in dairy- 
ing. officers of the Nattona!l 
Dairy Union will stand by their guns 
until the finish. and appeal to dairv- 
men of the United Stete<« to redoumMe 
their efforts in this fieht.

Cow and Calf. 

Keep watch on the cows which will 
soon begin to give milk. writes EF. L. 
Vincente in Epitomist. Take away all 
heavy feed at least three weeks before 
they are due to be fresh. Give a good 
ration of bran every day. Nothing is 
better than that for cows or sheep at 
this season. It is calculated to keep the 
bowels regular and is also strengthen- 
ing. I prize bran highly. Put the cow 
into a stall by herself every night for 
a week rather than run the risk of 
making a mistake. A little foresight 
is far better than a lot of hindsight. 

If you wish to raise the calf take it 
from the cow when not more than a 
day old. This ts better for the cow 
and for the calf, too. Feed the cow 
‘a warm bran mash at once. Warm aij 
the water she drinxs for at least twen- 
ty-four hours. Never let a cow, out to 
drink at the creek or anywhere else 
where she will get cold water. I have 
seen more then one cow die from 
drinking too heartily of cold water. Do 
not allow the cow to get chilled. Keep 
her in the barn one day, if not longer. 

Some allow calves which they intend 
to fatten to suck the cow for four or 
five weeks. I never do. I much prefer 
to milk the cow and feed the calf. It 
is much better for the cow. The man 
who has a fair amount of patience can 
soon teach a calf to drink from a pail. 
Feed the calf that you are to raise 
new milk for three weeks; then add a 
little akim milk. At the end of six 
weeks you may have the calf on a 
skim-milk ration. Then he wil! begin 
to nibble a little hay. This is fine for 
him. See that a crateful is kept near 
him all the time now. When two or 
three ~months old begin to put a little 
buckwheat shorts in his mess, Nothing 
is better for the calves than this.

given him and find the third. 

“Bees must not be bought on Friday, 
neither will they thrive in a conten- 
tious family or in time of war.

Foreman Thomas A. Lewis presented 
a formidable bundle of manuscript, 
which was handed to Judge Smith. 
After looking through the report and 
carefully reading portions of it, Judge 
Smith thanked the jury for its service 
in examining into the conduct of pub- 
lic affairs, and said: 

“I see, gentlemen, that you have 

taken issue with the court in its de- 
cision as to your authority to investi- 
gate the question of public officials re- 
ceiving free passes. Well, this is not 
the first time that a jury has differed 
with a judgedn matters of law. You 
should remember, however, that the re- 
sponsibility in this matter was taken 
from you and was assumed by the 
court. It seems to me that you might 
have let the matter rest there. How- 
ever, I shall make a more thorough ex- 
amination of your report and enter 
such orders in the premises as may be 
proper.” 
The report covers eighty-six type- 
written pages. The following is an ex- 
cerpt covering the most essential 
points:

“This grand jury was especially 
cdharged by the court to investigate 
certain accusations brought against 
the police department of Los Angelcs 
city by the Committee of Safety and 
made public several months ago. This 
constituted one of our first labors. We 
summoned before us various members 
of the Executive Committee or Com- 
mittee of Fifteen, so called, and heard 
all the testimony on this subject that 
could be elicited from them. We also 
secured from their attorney, Ben Good- 
rich, Esq., all documents in his pos- 
session that were relevant to the 
charges in hand. With this data be- 
fore us we prosecuted a careful and 
searching investigation, following to 
the end every clue which pointed to- 
ward malfeasance or corruption either 
in the Board of Police Commissioners 
or among the officers or staff of the de- 
partment. 


LING EXONERATED. 
“It is proper to state that the greater 
part of the charges embodied in docu- 


ments submitted to us by the Commit-| t 


tee of Fifteen pointed toward Police 


were in the 
form of direct and positive testimony. 
Bringing. before us every available per- 
eon referred to in the documents who 
was supposed to have knowledge of 
such corrupt practices, and examining 
euch witnesses under oath, we failed 
to secure a scintilla of proof that Mr. 
Ling had ever sought or received any 
money or other valuable consideration 
to influence his action as a member 
of the Board of Police Commissioners. 
A fee of $200 was tracted to attorney 
George P. Phibbs, which he acknowl- 
edged receiving for his services in ee- 
curing the transfer of a saloon license, 
but he testified that no part of the 
money was paid to Mr. Ling or to any 
other commissioner. It is in evidence 
that Mr. Phibbs in receiving the above 
fee represented to the party paying it, 
and to others, that he would have to 
divide the money with Commissioner 
Ling to secure the action sought, but 
this representation Mr. Phibbs emphati- 
cally denied under oath. Other fees 
were traced to Mr. Phibbs of which he 
acknowledged receipt, and swore that 
no improper use was made of the 
money. Mr. Ling came before us at 
his own solicitation and testified fully 
concerning this charge, and every 
Other one against him that had come 
to the knowledge of the grand jury. 

SCARBOROUGH UNSCATHED. 

“A cherge or insinuation was made 
against another member of the Police 
Commission, W. B. Scarborough, 
that he had exacted the placing of in- 
surance with companies represented 
by him as a consideration for favors 
extended by him to saloon-keepers. 
This charge also, upon thorough in- 
vestigation, failed. It that 
one firm of brewers in this city placed 
an extra large volume of their insur- 
ance with Mr. Scarborough in the year 
1899, hoping thereby to secure some 
extra favors from him, but without 
any understanding to that effect, 
Failing to receive any such special 
consideration, they withdrew § the 
larger share of their patronage 
him in the year 1900. 

NO POLICE CORRUPTION. 

“Various charges (mostly based on 
gossip and hearsay) of the corrupt use 
of money to secure appointments on 
the police force were also investigated 
by us, but we failed to elicit any evi- 
dence to sustein them. Neither have 
we been able to discover evidence im- 


plicating any officer or member 
the police force in the acceptance b> 


bribes, or in other corrupt practices. 
It is possible that some irregularities 
of this kind have occurred, but, we 
have followed every clew suggested 
without being able to elicit positive 
testimony to that effect. It is in evi- 
dence that there has been some disre- 

of regulations as to age, weight 
and size in appointing members of the 
police force, and undoubtedly political 
favoritism has exercised an influence 
in these appointments. 

“We should further call attention to 
the fact that, within the past year, 
when the city of Los Angeles was 
terrorized by footpads and when rob- 
beries were of almost nightly occur- 
rence, with one or two murders in- 
cluded in the category, some of the 
members of the police force were de- 
voting a large share of their energies 
to political work at the primaries and 

t conventions. 
EARL ROGERS SCORED. 


“Another specific charge by the court 
to this grand jury was as follows: 
“While a defendant was being. tried 
upon a charge of murder in this court, 
within the last few days, an attorney 
defending that man said to the jury 
openly, in the presence of this court, 
and in the hearing of the jury, in sub- 
Stance, ‘This defendant is not guilty, 
but I know the men who are. I know 
two men who did that killing, and they 
lived within ten blocks of this Court- 
house, and the District Attorney knows 
their names and who they are.”. ...

But it 
hes been the practice of the Tax Col- 
lector to report them for thirty days 
extra days (or n ts) served, and set- 
ted with them for this extra time by 
falsifying his pay roll in the following 
manner: Some extra clerks, or perhaps 
several extra clerks, who had served 
less than the full month, would be 
eredited with an excess above the ac- 
tual time served—in several. cases the 
credit being for a full month. The Tax 
Collector furnished to the Auditor a 
sworn statement that these clerks had 
worked a full month, when, in fact, 
they had worked only apart of a 
month. <A clerk thus faisely credited 
with time was allowed to draw his war- 
rant and then was required to turn back 
to the office the portion which did not 
properly belong to him. With the 
money thus turned in the Tax Collec- 
tor, through a deputy, paid those extra 
clerks for extra time, who had not 
been reported for the full time actu- 
ally employed. It is not in evidence 
that this money drawn from the 
County Treasury on false affidavits 
was appt ted, because 
it eventuaily found its way to clerks 
who had worked extra time for t. But 
we consider that this method of falisfy- 
ing the pay rolls in order to accomplish 
a legitimate end is extremely pernicious 
and reprehensible.

“The County Tax Collector Is ex- 
officid License Collector. The accounts 
of the License Collector have been 
checked by our experts and all moneys 
received by him seem to be properly 
accounted for. We wish to call atten- 
tion, however, to what appears like a 
‘jack of proper energy and thorough- 
ness in the collection of licenses, and 
the consequent number of delinquents 


pearing upon his books. 
x: license ordi in 
force last year, is as follows: ‘All as- 


t , seers, palmists, phrenologists, 
fortune tellers, clairvoyants or spirit 
mediums who demand or receive a fee 
for services, or give exhibitions where 
admission is charged, shail 

license tax of $2 per month.’ During 
the year 1900 the County License Col- 
lector collected thirteen licenses from 
the people referred to in the above 
section, an average of about one license 
per month. Yet there was a large num- 
ber of people who were constantly ad- 
vertsling to secure patronage in the 
lines enumerated. After thus failing 
to collect licenses from these people, 
the above section was repealed by the 
Supervisors, January 9, 1901. We are of 
opinion that this license tax should be 
restored and properly enforced.” 

Recommendations are made for some 
slight improvements in the matter of 
furnishing reports from the Recorder’s 
office to other county officials. 

OFFICE. 

“In examining the books and records 
of the Sheriff's office, our experts found 
a number of errors in the fee book 
amounting altogether to $20.70, which 
amount was turned into the county 
treasury in January of this year. The 
total expense of conducting the Sher- 
iff’s office during the year 1900 was 
$29,287.73. 

“‘We investigated the care and treat- 
ment of prisoners in the County Jail. 
From our examination and from the 
testimony of prisoners, we judge that 
the jail is kept as clean and hygienic 
as possible, considering its crowded 
condition and the crude and antiquated 
facilities provided. Certainly a com- 
mendable effort is made to keep the 
premises and the persons, clothing and 
bedding of the prisoners clean and 
wholesome. 


UNDERFED PRISONERS. 
“Concerning the feeding of prisoners, 
we cannot report so’favorably. We re- 
céived complaints from the prisoners 
of insufficiency in the food, of the bad 
quality of most of the articles served 
and of a monotony in the diet, which 

made it almost unendurable. — ; 
“The regular prisoners are served 
with but two meals 9 day, which, if 
quantity and fair quality, 
would sufficient for men in confine- 
ment and taking little or no exercise. 
The trusties, as an extra mark of con- 
sideration, receive three meals a day, 
and eat at a table. The jail officials 


ceive three meals,a day and_more ac- 
ceptable fare. 

. TOO MUCH BEANS. 
‘"The greatest hardship involved in. 
the regimen of the prisoners above out- 
lined is’ its intolerable monotony. 
Against any single dish, such as beans, 
served twice a day for 313 days in the 
year, and once a day for the remaining 


fifty-two days, or 678 meals of beans in 


year, the humam system must nat- 
urally revolt. No man would long en- 
dure such monotony of fare if he could 


find this ie just what the prisoners 
who have friends outside or means at 
their command have been doing. They 
have had food gent in to them so that 
they could escape the monotony of the 
priso 


ply to compellin 

ther recourse, to stistain life on 
food which revolts them, but such food 
becomes tively unwholesome. It 


physic at intervals of a few days, and 
that such purgatives became absolutely 
necessary for prisoners who subsist on 
the regular diet. Without this unnat- 
ural stimulant the digestive organs re- 
fuse to perform their functions. The 
continued use of physic under such 
circumstances ig little better than the 
administration 6f slow poison, for in 
time @t must weaken and break down 
the digestive syst and lead to com- 
plications from which the prisoner 
y never recover. 

“It is only just to state that since we 
began our investigation of this mat- 
ter has @ marked improve- 
ment in the quality of the food served, 
and perhaps some increase of quantity, 
but we have not discovered any at- 
tempt to vary the monotony. We have 
no assurance, however, that this im- 
provement will long continue after the

SHERIFF'S ILL-GOTTEN GAINS. 

the chief cause of 
this unsatisfactory sy of feeding 
prisoners lies in a ee and vicious 
method of letting a contract therefor 
to the Sheriff. Acting under a pro- 
vision of law authorizing them to do 
so, the Board of Supervisors, by reso- 
lution dated January 28, 1898, voted an 
allowance of 25 cents per day for each 
person, and made it the duty of the 
Sheriff to have the prisoners fed two 
meals per day.

the Sheriff. He feeds the prisoners on 
as‘much less than 25 cents a day as 
he can, and the margin between cost 
and allowance goes into his private 
pocket.”

“As a matter of fact, the prisoners 
have been fed hitherto at a net cost 
to the Sheriff s about 12 cents per 7 

man, or cents per meai, 
ey have not been well fed. The 
county can, and should; provide bet- 
ter food for them, and more of it. 
Judging from the experience of Other 
penal institutions, we believe that the 
county prisoners might be fed fairly 
well at a net cost of 10 cents meal, 
or 20 cents per day for each. This 
would make a very considerable sav- 
ing to the county (approximating $1000 

r -year,) and the prisoners might 

ve , plain, wholesome fare, and 
in’ sufficient variety to meke it palat- 
able. But the Sheriff would not en- 
joy his perquisite of $2500 or $3000 a 
year. A pert of this’ money, hitherto 
appropriated by the Sheriff, should be 
diverted into the stomachs of prisoners 
and a part should remain in the 
county treasury. 

“The Board of Supervisors may ac- 
complish this reform if they choose to 

80. Indeed, it is incumbent upon 
us to report that the Supervisors 
heve already reduced the allowance 
for feeding prisoners to 20 cents perf 
day per man, and we are assured that 
they propose to establish regulat'ons 
which will insur> the full amount of 
the allowance going to the prisoners. To 
reduce the allowance without such fur- 
ther protection to the prisoners, would 
be making their condition worse, ‘in- 
stead of better.

“The company telegraphed its Chi- 
cago brokers that a section of land in 
Kern River field had been sold for
